We regret to inform you that your refund request for application number 0991 1 588 cannot be granted 
for the reason specified below. 

□ Refund based upon subsequent establishment of small entity status: A refund based on 
establishment of small entity status may be granted only if a signed statement under 37 CFR 1 .27 
and a request for refund of the excess amount are filed within two months of payment of the fee (37 
CFR 1.28).
